REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
application relates to an appearance inspection device for detecting defects, such as 
dirt, stains and the like, on the outer surface of a cigarette or filter cigarette as a rod-like 
article. The various prior art of record does not anticipate or render obviousness a 
bypass-feeding path for receiving the rod-like article in said first feeding phase from said 
main feeding path to convey the rod-like article and then returning the rod like article 
onto said main feeding path so that the rod-like article is fed in said second feeding 
phase, said bypass-feeding path conveying the rod-like article with a second zone of the 
outer peripheral surface of the rod-like article exposed, the second zone being different 
from the first zone, wherein the first and second zones cover the entire outer peripheral 
surface of the rod-like article, and in combination with other limitation in claim 1.
